sioner J. JU.. Bowler of the state dairy 
and food department this morning. 
'•The butter output 
of the state has 


fallen off 25 per cent, in tbe last month 
because of the scarcity of hay, grass and 
fooder, dua to the drought." 


Deputy Commissioner White of this 


department returned today from a trip 
through the state and reported a very 
.discouraging outlook for the dairy and 
butter men unless they get rain so that 
fodder corn to carry their stock through 
the winter can be raised. 


Minnesota annually produces more 


than 810,000,000 worth of butter, and 
Mr. White says there will be a decrease 
of fully 50 per cent, this year. He says 
that a number of farmers 'are already re- 
ducing herds by selling, and many are 
cutting grass and feeding it .to their 
stock. 


Encouraging reports have been re-

By the close of the 
present week the transplanting season 
will have about closed and the crop has 
been placed in the fields at a date fully 


the following bulletin for the week end 
Ing last night. 


The average temperature for the week 


was about 6 degrees higher than that oE 
last week und ranged from. 72 degrees 
along the western border to 64 degrees 
over the northern counties. The highest 
temperature occurred generally toward 
the end of a week. 


Kains of a general character occurred 


on Wednesday and Thursday in nearly 
all parts of the state, except the extreme 
northwestern counties 
la Crawford 


and VernoD countiesthe rainfall amount- 
ed to about two inches, while in pjr 
tions of Jackson, Waushara and Dane 
counties the total rainfall for the week 
exceeded one inch. For the remainder 
of the1 central, southern and southeast- 
ern counties the rainfall ranged from 
one-half to one inch. In the northwest- 
ern sections oC the state the 
effects of 


the drought have been greatly intensi- 
fied during the week by the high tem- 
peratures and the total' absence of rain 
and reports from that 
portion of the 


state are discouraging in the extreme. 
A destructive hailstorm occurred near 
Amherst Junction, Portage county, on 
the evening of the 21st, doing considera- 
ble damage to crops in that vicinity. . 


The week has been very favorable for 


corn, except in the northwestern cou«- 
ties, where the drought has practically 
stopped the growth of all vegetation. 
Early plantings are making excellent 
growth and the present rains have 
proved cf great benefit to the later 
plantings, which are now make making 
very 
satisfactory progress.

are "generally clear of weeds. 


Winter wheat and rye are beginning 


to ripen and harvesting has commenced 
in some of the southern counties. 
In 


some localities the straw is too short for 
binding and a mower will be used for 
cutting, These crops will be light. 


In the northwestern counties oats and 


barley crops are reported almost a total 
loss, and some farmers have turned 
stock into the fields. The rains in other 
portions of the state have improved the 
prospect, although the straw is very 
short, especially on upland soil.

the country is demonstrated ' by the 
fact that wlK-u this building v.-ns de- 
signed by John 11. Nierusee of Balti- 
more it was to be the hiunlsoniost anc 
most costly capital of any state in the 
Union.. 


On the western end this great granite 


^structure carries the marks of war and 
battle that will never be effaced aud is 
probably the only statehouse in the 
country" bearing the itnpriut of cannon 
•shot. -Those will show to future geu- 
-eratious the kind of suns used in the 
bloody coulilct. When Genural Sher- 
man's' artillery reached the hills of 
Lexington on the opposite side of the 
••Cougarce from Columbia aud just two 
miles from the statehouse. that great 
-\vhitc structure presented a target that 
:iau=t have been tempting, for several 
.guns were brought to bear, and the 
•shooting was accurate. 
The building 


.. was hit ten times,, four of the shells 


passing through the windows and 
.striking in the interior, while six hit on 
•the outside. But the walls are from 
-four to six feet; thick, of granite almost 
•too hard to work, aud, excepting for 
smashing the balusters at one of the 
windows, no damage was done. The 
shells just dug out about an inch of the 
granite and must have left particles of

•the weight. All the finer materials for 
decoration were destroyed, including 
•small original and colossal models, 
-•statues and original basso-relievo like? 
nesses of Hayno and McDuffie and the 
latest and best bust of Calhoun. Archi- 
tect Niernsoe in 1SC3 put the loss by 
lire and vandalism at SSOO.OOO. 


Fourteen years ago work was begun 


-on the completion of the statehouse, it 
liaving been made temporarily habita- 
ble after the close of the civil war. 
About a quart or of a million was then 
spent, but the "reformers" stopped the 
•work, as it was deemed extravagant. 
It has now been definitely determined 
•to push the work to completion. De- 
signs have been- accepted, and work 
•will begin in a few weeks. Much of 
the material in stone and marble that 
has been lying on the ground in the 
-statehouse yard for 50 years will bo 
iised as it was originally intended. 


Nothing is to be done oa the west 


.-side, so the shell marks will not be re- 
moved.

ED WITH THE COMMITTEE 


Time Will Be Valuable at the Last 


Moment, and 
Everything 
Must 


Move Like Clockwork 
in Order 


to Prevent Confusion—Meeting on 
Thursday Evening, 


A meeting of all the people who are 


desirous of taking pert in the Fourth of 
July circus parade will be held at The 
Gazette office tomorrow, (Thursday), 
evening, and all interested are .urgently 
requested to be present. 
The committee 


finds it difficult to secure the number of 
horses needed, and would ,l"ne to hear 
from everyone who can furnish teams, 
single horses or rigs complete.

BUSTLE AT KANSAS'CITY 


Great Activity at Democratic 


National Convention Bureaus. 


OIVIO 
PET.DE 
BUTTONS 
TAKE, 


Idea Appealed to roi>Tilar Mind, and 


Gootf Prices "Were Paid—F«nn«yl- 
vaniana to Come In Xaiubci-s—To 
Spend $1,500 In Decorations—Sou- 
venir of Convention to Be Pre- 
pared. 


' TLe bureau of information of the 
national Democratic convention is a 
busy place those days, says the Kansas 
City Times. 
Carpenters are at work 


placing a railint' around tho entire 
cast and north side of tlio room, back 
of which is a horizontal piece of board 
about two feet wide which will serve* 
as a desk upon which to place bureau 
of information .literature or which the 
clerks may use to write directions up- 
on for the guides In assigning rooms to 
visitors. The whole affair is designed 
to serve to keep tho crowd in its ex- 
citement from climbing over into the 
space occupied by the clerical depart- 
ment of the bureau. 


Rooms continue to come In to be list- 


ed on the bulletins, and it requires all 
the time of one person to answer ques- 
tions and wait while the various land- 
ladies ruako up their minds as to 
whether they ought to charge 75- cents 
or $1 for this room or that and solve 
innumerable other such stupendous, 
perplexing questions. 
In the space of 


an hour may be seen a real kaleido- 
scope of human natures, some afford- 
ing amusement to vary the monotony 
of the routine, others making it much 
harder. 


The bureau has scored one triumph 


at least in the matter of exorbitant 
charges for rooms. The Chicago Jour- 
nal has addressed some quite emphatic 
letters to the committee in regard to 
'the reports of high prices for rooms. 
These wore courteously replied to, and 
prices which are considered by the 
committee very reasonable were nam- 
ed. The other day The Journal wrote 
to the bureau in a very gentle tone 
complimenting its work in holding 
prices down and stating that if all de- 
partments were doing their work as 
efficiently as the bureau of information 
appeared to be doing there would not 
be the trouble that Is anticipated at 
Kansas City. 


Word has been received from the 


Pennsylvania delegation to the effect 
that a special train will leave Philadel- 
phia at 12:30 Friday, June 29. in sec- 
tions, carrying C4 delegates and invited 
guests numbering at present in nil 
about 300. They expect to arrive over 
the Missouri Pacific Sunday morning, 
July 1.: The half rate which has been 
made by the railroads to Kansas City 
is such an inducement .to everybody 
who can leave home that the chairman 
of the committee expresses the opinion 
in a letter that the number from Perm- 
sylyania may be swelled to 500, all of 
whom will be the leading Democrats, 
and who will stay all or part of the 
•week in Kansas City. 


The Indianapolis Press has asked an 


option on three rooms at the Coates 
House for its representatives, and the 
Boston Journal and many -other eastern 
papers have asked 
similar options. 


Five hundred commercial travelers and 
liotel men will arrive in one bunch, nnd 
the Bryan Home guards of Lincoln, 
Neb., will come 200 strong and will 
stay in their special cars. The Tam- 
many crowd will roll into Kansas City, 
If nothing happens, on the morning of 
July 3 in two special trains, which will 
be gayly decorated. 


The-civic pride button appears to be 


one of the most successful money mak- 
ers which have yet emanated from the 
active brain of a convention worker. A 
member of the committee said recently 
that 25 buttons bearing special num- 
bers' had been sold during the day at 
$5 apiece. 
No matter how urgent the 


demand, no more than the first 2.500 
will be made. 


In order that the country papers may 


publish the information 
concerning 


these buttons so that those who couie 
to the convention will know their use 
the bureau has got up a circular con- 
taining a copy of the newspaper stories 
which have been printed about the but- 
tons and giving a drawing of one anc 
is inclosing it with the bulletins and 
letters sent about the country. 


The convention committee is meet- 


ing almost every day to discuss the 
work as it. progresses. The hall, being 
unfinished on the inside, will require 
more raoney to decorate than if all 
was completed. The plan at first to 
spend about $2,500 iu making it at- 
tractive will probably be changed and 
only 51,500 used. As the time for the 
convention approaches expenses grow 
heavier, 
and 
much 
that was not 


thought of at first arises each day and 
requires time and attention. The elec- 
tric light company has made the using 
of arc lights impossible on'account of 
the high rate they charge for such 
service, and it has been necessary to 
plan the Illumination with incandes- 
cent lights. While they may not be as 
bright, the committee believes they 
will make a more striking appearance 
;!f used in sufficient numbers. Particu- 
lar attention will be paid to tho light- 
ing of Main street from Seventh to 
Thirteenth, Walnut street from Sev- 
enth to Twelfth, Ninth street from 
Main to Broadway, 
Twelfth 
street 


from Main to Walnut and Baltimore 
avenue between 
Eighth and Ninth 


streets. The proprietors cf stores and 
owners of property have been asked to 
assist in lighting along these streets 
and avenues. 


For several weeks the committee of 


the convention has been at work com- 
piling a souvenir of the convention, 
which will be circulated through the 
American News company and placed 


on ?ale at hotels, railroad stations, on 
:raius nud at every place possible for 10 
•euts. Pnrticular attention will be giv- 
en to ike salu of them ou incoming 
tniius, as they will contain, among 
other things, directions as to how to 
ind the bureau' of information, the 


ls, Convention hail, the postolHcc. 


jesides the names of delegates from ev- 
ery state, portraits of leading Demo- 
crats who will attend the convention 
md the campaign song, which will be 
dedicated to the convention and snug 
through the campaign. It will also 
contain a handsomely illustrated his- 
tory of Kausus City and her growth 
and bright, short articles on cumpaigii- 
ng by Hon. William J. Bryan, lion.

MISSION STATIONS GUARDED 


HOYV Cutliolicw In KJiing-Nun 1're- 


pare For tile Do.vers. 


The Bev. C. Frin, S. J., of the Cath- 


olic mission of Kiang-Nun, where there 
is now danger froui the Boxers, has 
written an account of how the mem- 
bers of his community meet all attacks 
of the natives, says the New York 
Tribune. Ho says: 


'Those sections of our mission which 


border ou southern Chaugtuug are no 
less infested with bauds of robbers and 
murtlerors 
than 
Chaugtuug 
itself. 


These brigauds organize in regular 
companies under a supreme chief and 
subordinate leaders. They live togeth- 
er iu villages and districts, which be- 
come their headquarters. At ordinary 
times they attend to their usual work 
at home and iu the fields and behave 
to all appearances like peaceful citi- 
zens. 
But suddenly an order comes 


to take the field, and then they march 
forth in a body, impose contributions 
on other villages, burn aud' even kill 
without scruple. If they have a grudge 
against some mandarin, they assemble 
in sufficient numbers to form a large 
army and are not afraid- to light pitch- 
ed battles with the troops sent out 
against- them. It is not hard to see 
how much trouble such • men can give 
and indeed do give to the missionaries. 


'But the missionaries on their side 


have devised a plan ' for protecting 
themselves aud their Christians which 
is not the least of their successes in 
China. As soon as the inhabitants of 
some village have been converted the 
fathers, while attending to the duties 
of their apostolic ministry, see that the 
men are thoroughly drilled and taught 
to watch the enemy and defend them- 
selves' in case of necessity. The man- 
darins look with favor on these meas- 
ures, which are of great assistance to 
them, and they are always ready to 
send re-enforcements of soldiers when 
notified of a threatened attack. Thus 
it happens that when the marauders 
Jail upon a Christian village they are 
greeted with a sharp fire of guns and 
cannon and are-gencrally beaten back 
with heavy losses. 


:'To get a true idea of one of our mis- 


sion centers in the districts which the 
robber bands have hitherto terrorized 
at pleasure picture to yourself every 
Christian village as a small stronghold 
fortified at every point of vantage. In 
the center of the village stands the res- 
idence of the commander, who is none 
other than the missionary. This resi- 
dence Is a regular citadel surrounded 
by high walls aud flanked at its cor- 
ners by four towers well fortified also. 
There are no doors. The goiug in and 
out is effected by means of ladders 
which are each time drawn back with- 
in. During the day the father attends 
to his duties and the Chinese to their 
work. 
At nightfall every one is at 


home again, and if danger has' been 
signaled they all retire within the fort, 
sentries being appointed to keep watch 
from the towers. 
At the first cry of 


alarm the men are up in arms, and the 
father directs the defense. If the ene- 
my has been reported'in larger num- 
bers than usual, the' missionary has 
taken care to ask the mandarin for ad- 
ditional help and is therefore well pre- 
pared to repulse the assailants. As a 
result of these measures-the brigands 
become, little by little, discouraged and 
leave the Christian villages unmolest- 
ed, while the missionaries win for 
themselves tho love of the neophytes, 
the confidence of the public authorities 
and popularity among the peacefully 
Inclined portion of tjie people."
